Tragedy is always remote from 1 
the community in which we live 
and no thought is given to the in 
cliv iduals involved other than to 
wonder what circumstances could 
have prompted such action. 
Hamlin was confronted with a 
full realization of this fact late 
Monday night when William K. 
Jones, 58, a Santa Fe Railway 
section foreman, brooded himself 
into a self-confessed 
murderous 
frenzy and bludgeoned his wife 
and 1 2-year-old daughter to death* 
Thus a supposedly mild-manner­ 
ed husband and father was trans­ 
formed into a murder machine. 
Jones had lived here and at 
other towns up and down this por- 
• 
t ,f the Santa F> system and 
was known as a loving father J 
to the child who had come late in 
life to the couple. 
His lifetime had been spent in 
railroad employ and misfortune 
had faced him recently in his oc­ 
cupation 
Bad weather had made 
maintenance of track a problem 
and a derailment had occurred 
Jones was certain that he would 
he blamed for the derailment. 
Belief is that he became fran­ 
tic when he faced considering of 
a possibility that he would lose 
his jiosition over the investigation 
of the derailment. 
So h*' had d<*- 
cidcd to resign. 
Mrs. Jones is 
said to have disagreed with film 
fallout resigning his |K>sition. 
Monday night Mrs. Mamie *'l- 
liott Jones. 55, and the daughter, 
Lehi Maude. 12. went to tin* mov­ 
ies and left Jones with his dis­ 
till IhhI thoughts. 
When they re­ 
turned a further discussion of the 
events that were praying on his 
mind took place. Tile mother and 
daughter retired and Jones is said 
to have prepared a letter of n*s- 
ignation to the Santa Fe, 
When 
that task was completed he went 
to a railroad tool shed nearby and 
obtained a gallon of gasoline. 
He 
returned to his home and splash­ 
ed the gasoline on the bed which 
his wife and daughter occupied 
Reliable report* are that Jones 
spilled a portion of the gasoline 
on his sleeve when maturating th* 


lied 
He then struck a match and 
tossed it onto the bod 
He then 
went to the lied room door and 
held the door to keep his family 
from escaping 
In the process of 
lighting the gasoline his sleeve be­ 
gan to burn and he was defeated 
in holding the door closed by the 
pain from the burning sleeve. 
When Jones released the door 
to get relief from his burning arm 
it i> understood that Mrs. Jones 
escaped from 
the 
smoke-filled 
i bedroom 
It was then that Jones 
■ is alleged to have obtained a ham­ 
mer and bludgeoned Mrs. Jones 
i to death 
The child also escaped 
from the fwd room and suffered a 
like death from the hammer in 
the hands of her father. 
Evidence from Jones story is 
that he then called th*' telephone 
operator and asked her to call the 
fire department and an ambulance 
Members of the volunteer fire de­ 
partment discovered the bodies of 
the murdered pair 
and

Reports are that Jones was calm 
in his discussion of the tragedy
